fKrom the London Times, June 25.] 

Tt is only by u pruvidotitial ciruuinstunce 
that we have been spared the duly of recurd- 
iijyniie of (be most terrible calamiiies by 
\vhicli a oreat cily car.be visited. There! 
was a inoiiieiil on Saturday evening wlieri it 1 
seemed possible that the great lire ol'I<<indoii j 
mighr. occur over ngnin, and, indeed, it was 
not owing to any resources of modern liiiios i 
that this catastrophe ^»'as escaped. Our re- ' 
ports of the confi.if,'ra!ion will have sliown 
how powerle-s w ere all our iiivonlions ao;iinsl 
thu fury id' ihe li. lines. li.id llie wind been 
hiyli, or had it blown steadily away from the 
river in the direrlinn of the town, it is im- 
possible to say what ini;;ht have been the 
i'ale of lliu southern (imt nii id t c rnelropo- 
lis. The least that could h.ive h,i]ipeiied 
must have been de.strnclioii over a va.si area 
and proleelinii lor the rest 
cosi ol a circle ol ruins. By blowing up bell 
of houses at jirupur ilistances the lla'ties nii^lii 
Laye been coiiliimd within ceriani limits, bui 
noltiirig ^hort of that iles|ii'rale operaiiun 
vvntild have oiveii ii> seeiirily.

THE EXPLOSION OF THE CARIBOO. 

' INQUEST CONCLUDED. 

At half-past 12 o'clock yeatorday, the Coroner's 
jury suinmuned In the ciise of the Cariboo explo- 
sion met at tiic Police Uarr.icks.

The Jury is further of opinion tbut the wreck 
should not have been interfered with by Captain 
Naglu until competent jmrtics had examined tho 
broken machinery, which would have assisted 
them in coming to a more ac;:urato conclusion, 
and that in future, wrecks should not be touched 
until taken charge of by tho Coroner. 

The Jury is also of opinion that the government 
should use more tare in appointing competent 
men to the olliee of inspectors, and we are fully 
of opinion that had proper care been taken in the 
present instance both life and property might
